To the faculty and student body of the 
University, the staff of the University 
hospital, in musical circles, in a wide ac- 
quaintanceship in Edmonton, and to peo- 
ple in all parts of the province, the sudden 
death of Dr. Vango brings something of 
consternation, as well as regret.
